Carl Schu rz has written a letter in 
wbicn he adv ocates the election of 
Ju dge Park er on the grou nd that the 
gov ernment control shou ld pass from 
one party to another, and that Roose­ 
v elt’s character has changed entirely 
from what it was when he was when 
he was first chosen president.

So far this y ear the presidential 
campaign has not block ed bu siness 
and financial activ ity . 
Atlairs pro­ 
ceed as u su al. In all lines of bu siness 
there is a hopefu lness and confidence 
which is most encou raging. 
Bu t if 
the cou ntry is to be confronted with 
another v isitation of tariff rev ision 
agitation, with ev en a remote chance 
of su ccess in the election, there is 
hou nd to be a great slu mp in the indu s­ 
trial world and a corresponding depres­ 
sion in all bu siness interests. 
It is well remembered what hap­ 
pened ten y ears ago, when, as I resi­ 
dent Roosev elt pu t in, ‘‘the last at­ 
tem pt was made by means of lower­ 
ing the tariff to prev ent some people 
from prospering tco mu ch. The at­ 
tem pt was entirely su ccessfu l. The 
tariff law of that y ear was amoDg the 
cau ses which in that y ear and for

v ented any body from prospering at a ll.. 
Undou btedly it wou ld be possible at j 
the present time to prev ent any of the . 
tru sts from remaining prosperou s by I 
the simple ex pedient of mak ing su ch a j 
sweeping change in the tariff as to 
paraly ze the indu stries of the cou n­ 
try .” 
The people of the United States will 
not soon cou rt again the destru ction 
and panic of 1893. Once is enou gh for 
one generation.

A m em ber of the Dix on local when
